Evolution JHE retail hardware business, in spite of 
in Retail its ups and downs, has been a fairly 
Hardware profitable one and there are a large 
Business. number of hardware dealers who have 

made very fine returns on their investments in 

the past few decades. We believe that there will be 
many good livings made in this line of business in the 
future. They will not be made, however, by duplicat- 
ing in their entirety the methods that have been suc- 
cessful in the immediate past, but by a judicious com- 
bination of these methods with new ideas. The rea- 
son why a change of base becomes imperative is that 
competition is a constantly broadening problem. ‘The 
man across the street is still there. The man in the 
next town has.not struck his colors. Looming up 
athwart the commercial horizon is the comparatively 
new gourd-like growth of catalogue houses, whose 
insatiate maw gulps down orders for a two-cent paper 
of blued tacks and $65.75 steel ranges with equal 
greediness. These catalogue houses deluge the dealer’s 
customers with the statement that “so much money can 
be saved by buying your hardware at wholesale prices 
that you cannot afford to overlook this department. 

We can save you 25 per cent to 50 per cent on every- 

thing in the hardware line.” 

This mendaciéis competition is more virulent than 
ever of late, owing to the help these concerns have 
received from the extensive opening of rural free de- 
livery routes, and it will take new methods to meet 
these new trade foes. The retail hardware merchant 
who expects to succeed must look the situation square- 
ly in the face and realize that new economies and new 
policies are urgent. 

These new economies are radically different from 
the cheése-paring preservation of string, etc., indulged 
in by the old-time hardware merchant and have been 
evolved by the needs of the hour for retrenchment at 
every possible point. 

Mutual insurance, whereby the dealer can slice at 
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least one-fourth off the exorbitant rates of the old line 
companies, is a new economy that state hardware or- 
ganizations have made possible, and we may add that 
the pioneer retail hardware dealers’ insurance associa- 
tion has just made a new departure in this line by in- 
suring the dwellings of hardware men as well as their 
stores. Fewer dead-beat losses owing to an inter- 
change of credit information,—an important whittling 
down of delivery charges on account of co-operative 
delivery, a heavy saving in purchase price on account of 
co-operative buying, and the stoppage of expensive cut- 
rate wars are to be counted among the potential econo- 
mies of local organization. 

The successful dealer of the future will grasp these 
opportunities for commercial economy, realizing that 
his work at the association meetings, both state and 
local, for the mutual advantage of himself and other 
hardware dealers similarly working pays him in dol- 
lars and cents, just as selling a steel range or installing 
a furnace does. 

But important a part as the new twentieth century 
economy will play in the business of the successful 
hardware dealer, the new policies of the retail trade as 
a unit will be even more important. The postal regu- 
lation to the effect that postmasters should post the 
names of patrons on rural free delivery routes is not 
unrefutable proof of the existence of a catalogue house 
lobby at Washington, but it is circumstantial evidence 
as strong as Thoreau’s famous trout in the milk. The 
recent provision for precanceled stamps to expedite 
the handling of mail-order literature by the postal 
authorities is another straw showing how postal winds 
blow largely whither the supply house lobby _ lists. 
This lobby must needs be counteracted by another 
lobby maintained by the National Retail Hardware 
Dealers’ Association. 

The individual dealer may pooh-pooh the necessity 
of this, asking with the air of a man definitely settling 
the question, “But are not we in the right in this mat- 
ter?’ Yes, yes; vou are. But in this perverse day and 
generation a man not only has to be in the right, but 
has to back his rights up if he does not want to fall a 
victim to the Juggernaut of commercial aggrandize- 
ment and concentration. 

The illegitimate competition of jobbers selling di- 
rectly to consumers and the policy of some manufac- 
turers selling at practically cost to catalogue houses, 
and then recouping themselves by sales to the regular 
trade, must be handled and can best be disposed of by 
a national organization. 

Again reverting to the successful merchant of the 
future, there can be no question but that his buy- 
ing and selling will both be on a different basis than in 
the past. On the one hand he will be freer from over- 
buying than was his predecessor, and on the other he 
will strive vigorously to place his business on as strict 
a cash basis as possible.

His views on advertising apply to conditions existing 
to-day as well as they did to those half a century ago, 
as is shown by the following extract from his writ- 
ing: 

“There are always two ways of doing a thing—a 
right one and a wrong one. A good thing in itself may 
be turned from its purpose by the mode in which it is 
applied. This is the case with advertising, as with 
most things. For want of judgment in the choice of 
them some modes of advertising are nearly as bad as 
none at all. There are those who advise their friends 
to advertise, but are not capable of showing them how. 
A book was lately written with the title ‘How to Ob- 
serve. Another could also be written to show ‘How 
to Advertise.’ Advertising is very good, and so is eat- 
ing. But if any man induces you to eat without judg- 
ment or measure, he may bring you to be black in the 
face and to the verge of asphyxia. . 

“At present there are few who advertise systematic- 
ally, but those few are rapidly increasing. Can we ex- 
pect that the thousands of young drive-ahead mer- 
chants who will soon be at the head of establishments 
of their own will to be content to plod on in the jogtrot 
footsteps of their predecessors? Heaven and the Yan- 
kee character bid the supposition! Where one adver- 
tises now, in a few years hundreds will. Amid such 
competition nothing but monster energy and enormous 
outlay will secure a hearing. Now is the golden time. 
Make money now before there be six Richmonds in 


the field!”

Tue following from Printers’ Ink of Oct. 3d may or 
may not be true, but is enough to jar the hardware 
trade into a realization that they have a terrific fight 
on their hands: 

“This is the season when Montgomery Ward & Co.’s 
fall catalogue goes to its readers. When a novel sells 
100,000 copies book reviews give it a good deal of 
attention, but nobody seems to think that the catalogue 
of a great mail order house is a literary event. Yet 
the influence that such a book has on the lives of hun- 
dreds of thousands of people, and upon trade, trans- 
portation, mail revenues and manufactures is prodig- 
ious. The novel of the moment is petty beside it. The 
Montgomery Ward catalogue for this fall is No. 72. 
It contains 1,124 pages, or 2,980 feet of columns. More 
than 70,000 separate articles are illustrated and de- 
scribed, and the book costs nearly a dollar to publish 
and mail. The firm now has some 2,000,000 custom- 
ers on its mailing lists, and the edition probably ap- 
proximates this number. Ninety carloads of paper 
were used in its making, and in the height of the mail- 
ing season between 15,000 and 20,000 requests for the 
book are received daily. To herald its appearance the 
firm sends out a sixteen-page brochure called “The 
Making of a Catalogue,’ describing the manufacture 
of the catalogue from the tree in Canada to the time it 
is sealed in a mail pouch, addressed to a customer. 
Three million of these announcements are sent out, 
half the space being utilized with specimen offerings 
from the catalogue. The announcements were printed 
by the W. F. Hall Printing Co., Chicago, while the 
catalogue itself has long been produced by the Lake- 


side Press, that city.”

THE recent completion of a new treaty of com- 
merce between the United States and China lends in- 
terest to some figures presented by the Department of 
Commerce and Labor, through its Bureau of Sta- 
tistics, regarding trade of the United States with that 
country. These figures show a very rapid growth in 
the exports from the United States to China, and also 
a rapid growth in the percentage which merchandise 
from the United States formed of the goods imported 
into that country. 

In 1875 merchandise imported into China from the 
United States amounted to 1,016,000 Haikwan taels in 
value, out of a total importation of 69,995,000 Haikwan 
taels. In 1902 30,138,713 Haikwan taels in value from 
the United States out of a total importation of 315,- 
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363,905 Haikwan taels. Thus in 1875 the share from 
the United States was less than 2 per cent of the total 
imports into China and in 1903 practically 10 per cent 
of the total imports.

1p the chimney. By placing the cone in an intermedi- 
ate position, a portion of the hot gases will be circu- 
lated back to the bottom of the grate, the remaining 
portion passing up the chimney, while an additional 
amount of fresh air is taken from the room and pre- 


heated in the flue on its way to the grate.

OIL BRIQUETTES. 





J. N. Bruck, Boston, Mass., and General Nelson A. 
Miles are investigating the opportunities in Texas for 
the establishment of a plant for the manufacture of 
Texas oil briquettes, it being designed to combine oil 
with lignite for fuel purposes. In a recent interview 
in the Dallas News, Mr. Bruck says: 

“The crude oil of this state is good fuel in itself. 
The average Texas oil contains 40 per cent asphalt and 
20 per cent carbon.. This is a good proportion for fuel.

But the lignite of Texas—which is unmatured coal— 
is almost all carbon. It, combined with the oil, would 
make the best fuel in the world, and it would be the 
cheapest. The combination of pulverized lignite with 
crude oil in briquettes could be accomplished at a profit 
at a cost to consumers of less than half what the Ger- 
man-manufactured fuel in that shape costs. The de- 
mand would be equal to the supply at once if the manu- 
facture were begun here, for the coal supply is fre- 
quently inadequate and at all times expensive out of 
proportion to its heating capacity as compared with the 
oil fuel or the oil and lignite combination. 

“The proposition looks better to me the more I have 
thought of it. If the oil developments I expect to see 
made in this state shall be made and our company suc- 
ceeds in acquiring the properties we desire, it is likely 
that some movement will be made looking to the es- 
tablishment of a plant for the manufacture of fuel.” 

It is announced that the company of which Mr. 
Bruck is manager has a paid-in capital stock of $500,- 
ooo, and that if its plans are carried out Texas oils 
will be manufactured into finished products right at 
the point of production.

IMMUNE. 





Scientists have discovered a way to baffle lockjaw 
toxin and the diphtheria toxin.

NAMES OF NAILS. 





In response to a request from Skinner Bros., For- 
rest, Ill., as to the reason ten-penny nails were so called, 
we stated that “ten-penny nails are nails 1,000 of 
which weigh 10 pounds,” the aforesaid information 
having been taken from Webster’s Unabridged diction- 
ary. 

Under cover of Oct. 11 we received the following 
letter from “J. C.,” St. Paul, Minn., concerning this 
matter : 

“I note in Notes and Queries column you make the 
statement that ten-penny nails are so called because 
1,000 weigh 10 pounds. I think you are in error, be- 
cause our nails weigh differently. As I understand 
the origin of the terms 3d, 4d, 5d, 6d, 8d, 10d and 
etc. is that it is an English term, d. signifying penny, 
and that nails were originally sold by the hundred, and 
the three-inch nail or 10d sold at 10 pennies per 100, 
and so on; the 8d sold at 8 pennies per 100, hence 
the nails came to be called by their price per 100 nails, 
the name clinging to them when the change to selling 
by the pound was made. I trust you will investigate 
this and also weigh 100 10d nails and see if they 
weigh a pound even.” 

We are impartial in this matter and care nary a fig 
whether Webster or “J. C.” be in the right. Both 
may be in the wrong for that matter. On the one 
hand the statement of “J. C.” is one we have often 
heard, but on the other who cares to shiver a lance 
with such storehouses of etymological accuracy as 
the dictionary makers? We would be glad to hear 
from our readers on this question.

FEAR AMERICAN COMPETITION. 





The London Daily Express of Sept. 27th has an 
article on American competition which is the ever-pres- 
ent skeleton in the British commercial closet, and the 
grim spectre that haunts the manufacturing establish- 
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ments of Birmingham, Manchester or Sheffield. This 
article is as follows: 


Realizing that the steel trust is in great difficulties and 
that the time has come when the home market demand 
permanently slackening, the officials of the United Stat 
Steel Corporation are launching a huge roganization to ca 
ture the British market and the open markets of the world in 
order to prevent the unwieldy edifice they have raised fro: 
collapsing and crushing them in its fall. 

The fall in steel trust stock begand long ago, before the 
outside world took much notice of what was passing behin 
the scenes. Every artifice known to experienced price mani, 
ulators has been employed, and with some considerable meas 
ure of success. For a time stocks were buoyed. 

But the trust was capitalized for a boom period and n 
for one of normal business activity. The boom was expected 
to last ten years. ‘It began in 1899. It is now over. 

Under the new conditions there must always be a hug: 
surplus of iron and steel products that must be placed some- 
where. That somewhere has to be beyond the borders of the 
states. In other words, the surplus must be exported, not 
as before merely when there happened to be an accidental! 
surplus, but as a regular feature of business. Separate ma- 
chinery had to be created for this, and it has taken the shape 
of the United States Steel Products Export Company. 

This company is in reality a development of the export 
department of the trust. It has been carefully kept in the 
background, ready for the time when it should become a 
necessary element in disposing of the trust productions 
abroad. 

The control is in the hands of the trust, and at present 
the trust holds its capital. Keen and careful selection has 
been exercised in appointing its officers in view of the 
inevitable contingency which was foreseen. 

The dominant ideas behind the new organization are 
three in number: 

(1) To pursue an active commercial policy of dispos- 
sessing rivals of all nations in the neutral markets of the 
world. 

(2) To take all steps to secure the premier position in 
the British market and to compete as far as possible in 
European markets generally. 

(3) To gain the great and growing British colonial mar- 
kets by pushing competition with British exports manufac- 
turers to the last limit. 

This ambitious project is now in working order. Agents 
of the subsidiary company, who will be men trained in the 
trust methods, and to whom wide powers of discretion will 
be intrusted, will be sent out as heralds of business in all the 
important buying and contracting centers. 


A system of distribution will be perfected which, with 
the system of standardization, will enable the new export 
company to reduce time for delivery to the lowest margin, 
and will also enable the trust to pick up anything that is 
going in the shape of small orders as well as big contracts. 


These agents will be particularly active in Great Britain. 
One of the trust magnates is credited with a remark on a 
recent occasion to the effect that the probability of tariff 
defense by this country was an obstacle to future steel trust 
operations, and that it was essential to do all that could be 
done to secure a permanent footing before it was too late. 

By British manufacturers who have been approached 
with reference to this invasion on a wider scale than has yet 
been attempted, it is felt this policy is a most serious thing for 
them and their workers, helpless as they are in the present 
condition of our fiscal policy. 

They agree as to the nature of this fiercer competition, 
and see in it the danger of having our home market swamped 
with its products. It also means, in the opinion of a large 
number of manufacturers, that such markets as we supply 
abroad may also be swamped. The remedy they suggest is 
tariff defense for the home market, and colonial preferential 
tariffs as the nearest approach to free trade within the empire.

DEATH OF W. G. HIBBARD. 





William G. Hibbard, president of Hibbard, Spencer, 
Bartlett & Co., Chicago, died at his residence, 1701 
Prairie avenue, Chicago, from pneumonia at 10 a. m.; 
Oct. 11. Mr. Hibbard had been ill a month from a 
cold which he contracted while out driving. The 
funeral was held at the Grace Episcopal Church, 2 p. m. 
Tuesday. Mr. Hibbard was born in Dryden, N. Y., 
in 1825, and in 1849 came to Chicago after an edu- 
cation received in Cortland Academy, New York. He 
became a clerk with Blair & Stimson, hardware deal- 
ers, and six years later embarked in business for him- 
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self, forming a partnership with Fred and Nelson 
Tuttle and George M. Gray, the firm being known as 
Tuttle, Hibbard & Co. In 1857 the new firm was 
burned out, but immediately re-established its business 
at 32 Lake street. In 1865 the first change in the 
company came in the retirement of Tuttle and Gray, 
whose interests were purchased by Mr. Hibbard and 
F. F. Spencer. The new concern was known as Hib- 
bard & Spencer until a short time later, when, by the 
admission of A. C. Bartlett, it became Hibbard, Spen- 
cer & Co. 

The firm, then established at 84 and 86 Michigan 
avenue, was completely burned out in the great fire, 
but within twenty-four hours was doing business with 
headquarters in Mr. Hibbard’s Prairie avenue house, 
which he had built three years before. It was the same 
house in which he died. This was long remembered as 
the quickest recovery of any business house from the 
fire. Mr. Hibbard followed this feat with another, that 
of building a great warehouse on the lake :front, be- 
tween Washington and Randolph streets, within 
twenty-five days after the ruins ofjhe fgghad been 
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cleared away. The permanent store was rebuilt at 32 
Lake street. A few months ago Mr. Hibbard saw the 
firm he founded move into the great building at South 
Water and State streets. In 1882 Mr. Hibbard prac- 
tically relinquished all but the most general direction 
f business policies, and the firm was then incorporated 
under the name of Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co. 
Mr. Hibbard married in 1855 Lydia Beekman Van 
Schaack of Manlius, N. Y., who survives him. He left 
six children—Mrs. Robert B. Gregory, Mrs. John 
Buckingham, Mrs. William R. Sterling, Mrs. W. E. 
Casselberry and Frank and William G. Hibbard, Jr.

A NEW CARTRIDGE. 


The Winchester Repeating Arms Co., New Haven, 
Conn., advise us that hunters of big game will be in- 
terested in the new Winchester .405 caliber cartridge 
to’ which they have adapted their model 1895 box 
magazine rifle. Rifles for this cartridge are fitted with 
24-inch round nickel steel barrels, making them handy 
for hunting purposes. The magazine holds four cart- 
ridges, and one cartridge can be carried in the cham- 
ber. 

The Winchester .405 caliber cartridge is the most 
powerful shooting cartridge, at both long and short 
ranges, ever adapted to a magazine rifle, it is claimed. 
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Its high velocity and heavy bullet give flat trajectory 
and great striking power, making it desirable for hunt- 
ing the largest game. Its striking energy at 150 yards 
is said to be greater than the muzzle energy of the 
.30 U. S. army cartridge. The .405 caliber cartridge 
is loaded with a 300-grain soft point metal patched 
bullet and special smokeless powder, which gives the 
bullet a muzzle velocity of 2,204 foot seconds, gen- 
erating a muzzle energy of 3,235 foot pounds. Its 
penetration with soft point bullet at 15 feet from the 
muzzle is thirteen 7-inch pine boards. 
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AN INSURANCE CIRCULAR. 





The Iowa Hardware Dealers’ Mutual Insurance As- 
sociation of whom S. R. Miles, Mason City, Ia., is 
president, and A. R. Sale, Mason City, Ia., is secre- 
tary, are sending out the following strong circular, 
whose careful perusal should mean dollars and cents to 
Iowa dealers. We don’t see how a mutual company of 
widely scattered risks in so honest and responsible a 
business as retailing hardware—which, moreover, in- 
sures no one for over $2,000 or carries over $3,000 in 
the same block—is going to disastrously involve any 
insurer, even if an avalanche of arson and a cyclone of 
conflagration unexampled in American history singles 
out the Hawkeye state as its scene of operation. The 
risks when you look at it.from a statistical standpoint 
are ludicrously small and the chance of material sav- 
ing in insurance is almost strong enough to be de- 
clared a certainty. Then, too, why can’t Iowa do what 
Minnesota has done? This circular reads: 

“The Iowa Hardware Dealers’ Mutual Insurance 
Association, authorized by the Iowa Retail Hardware 
Dealers’ Association, at their last annual meeting, Feb- 
ruary, 1903, began active work in receiving applica- 
tions on July 3, securing the legal requirement of 
$100,000 of applications in about six weeks. On 
Aug. 20 full authority was granted by the state to 
carry on the business of fire insurance. 

“We are very anxious to keep up the good record 
of the first two months, at the same time avoiding the 
expensive plan of sending a solicitor to you to secure 
the business. This element of saving is very:important 
in keeping down the expenses of the association, as a 
competent solicitor would demand from 25 to 30 per 
cent of the premiums secured, which may just as well 
be saved to your own pockets. 

“The entire expense item of the Minnesota Hard- 
ware Mutual, which company eliminates the commis- 
sion expense, was only 12 per cent of the premiums 
last year. This is a fine showing and one which we 
hope to equal as soon as we have passed the first ex- 
penses of organization.

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 





LOBBYING TO REPEAL OCCUPATION TAX LAW. 

We meet again in annual council to look over the past 
year and lay our plans for the future. We will review the 
past and profiting by its lessons, build better for the coming 
year. 

During the last winter and spring all the strength of the 
organization was called into play to get through the legislature 
the repeal of the occupation tax law. By united efforts we suc- 
ceeded and had passed through both houses the bill repealing 
this obnoxious law, only, after all our labor, to have the gov- 
ernor veto it. 

ORGANIZATION IS A NECESSITY. 

For over thirty years we have paid this infamous tax and 
suffered the unconstitutional infringement on the rights guar- 
anteed every citizen—equality in taxation. But we succeeded 
in establishing the fact that an organization is the necessity 
of the hour. Not an organization of a few, but of all the 
mercantile interests. In no other way could we have suc- 
ceeded in doing what has never been accomplished before in 
all these thirty-odd years—in opening the eyes of the people 
to the injustice of this law and convincing the law makers 
that we were in earnest and would no longer bear the burdens 
of this relic of reconstruction. 


VALUE OF AN ORGANIZATION DEMONSTRATED. 

And while on this subject, never could there have been a 

better opportunity to demonstrate to each member the value 

of an organization. No individual could have accomplished 

this victory. Barren though it was of present results, it is a 

victory. Another time it will not be nearly so hard and the 
repeal of this law will be the more easily accomplished. 


FIRES ALREADY KINDLED SHOULD BE KEPT ALIVE. 

You must not sit down and wait for these things to come, 
but get at them now and keep alive the fires already kindled 
Keep this issue before the people all the time. The dema- 
gogue can not stand the calcium light; turn it on him. Bring 
before the consumer of Texas the necessity of this repeal, 
educate the people, elect men who represent your interests and 
victory will at last crown your efforts. No representative of 
the people can ignore the combined demands of the mercan- 
tile interests of Texas. We must be stronger, more aggres- 
sive. This fight has shown to those active in it how few 
friends the mercantile interests of Texas have in those rep- 
resenting the government of Texas. You would be surprised 
to find how few there are to stand out in a manly way for 
right, and to “pitch in” on the “merchant” as a common enemy 
is a sweet morsel. Obsolete ideas you would have supposed 
dead and buried in the past are paraded in legislative halls, 
in high places and influential quarters. 

THE SCAPEGOAT. 

That the merchant himself has been the cause of placing 
himself in this unenviable position, you well know. His an- 
tipathy to “politics” has made him the scapegoat for the wily 
demagogue until whenever it is necessary to raise revenue 
they jump on the merchant class and rob them with impunity. 
Therefore, if we would be successful we must more thoroughly 
organize. Let it be known that we are in this fight to stay, 
and that those who are not openly for us are against us. 
Self-protection forces us to seek those who will represent us. 

THE FREIGHT PROBLEM. 

One of the worst things we are up against is the freight 

problem. On the one hand, we have arrayed against us the 





combined capital of identical interests, represented by the 
brainiest men, the best talent in their different lines in num- 
bers and influence. We can meet them in legislative halls and 
in the representative branches of the state and national govern- 
ment, backed by the people, our customers, the consumer, the 
parties interested, and make a successful fight against this 
ever-increasing burden. 

RETAILERS MUST PROTECT INTERESTS OF THE PEOPLE. 

Realizing fully the responsibility resting upon us as retail 
merchants, the nearest to the consumer, we must stand forth 
in their defense, protecting the interests of the people. Other- 
wise the confidence of our customers will be withdrawn and 
we must step down and out as unworthy the position we hold. 
I would at this point be thoroughly understood when I claim 
that we are the recognized business representatives of the 
people of our respective communities, and our contention is 
not all for sordid gain and self. Destroy the consumer by ex- 
cessive burdens and you injure our business interests. When 
you take from him you weaken us. Therefore, in all our 
actions remember that we speak for the people of Texas, the 
consumers, our customers. Backed by that mighty host, we 
can successfully meet the issue presented, it all again resolving 
itself on the necessity for a stronger organization. 

PEDDLING LAW IS PRACTICALLY NULLIFIED. 


The peddling law enacted after so much labor is practi- 
cally nullified. By evasion and the want of prosecution by 
local authorities, the object sought in enacting the law is only 
partially successful. The act has stood the test, but the pie 
was too good, and the rich field too tempting to leave, so that 
in many points in the state the buggy and stove peddler is dis- 
posing of his goods unmolested. While the actual peddling 
has been stopped, they are putting out the goods through other 
devices. While the people will buy from catalogue houses and 
fake tramps it is hard to prevent them. The public lend 
themselves as a party to this game of the sharps, and assist 
them in carrying on their illegitimate and robbing schemes. 
We may meet every day and resolute, and protest on paper, 
may write and talk, but if we do not organize and protect the 
people and convince them that we are their best friends and 
are standing up in their defense and protecting them from 
burdensome freight rates and legislative enactments of class 
distinctions, we will not succeed in doing away with the prac- 
tice‘confronting us. 

WHAT IS WRONG? 

The legitimate business of the country is getting to be un- 
profitable. How few men are making money in the hardware 
trade commensurate with the capital and energy invested! 
There must be a cause. There was a time when the business 
paid. What is wrong? Are our methods faulty? Are we not 
keeping apace with the times? Are we not allowing ourselves 
to drift with the tide and are not breasting it? Let us coun- 
sel together, build better our organization, have more frequent 
meetings, get together and see where the remedy lies. We are 
badly scattered. Texas is a large state. Distance and time, 
expense and losses attendant on frequent meetings, has de- 
terred us heretofore. Dallas is a long way irom Corpus 
Christi and Quanah from Austin. How are we to succeed in 
this matter? We must be stronger; we must meet oftener; 
we must control the situation. We can do so, so let us coun- 
sel together while here and formulate some plan and press 
this to a successful issue. 

MUTUAL INSURANCE. 

Many matters of importance hinge on our strength. We 

need a mutual insurance company, but first must be strong 


enough to support one. 
The Reciprocal Underwriters offer to take our risks pro- 
viding we agree to write a hundred policies. I hope that our 
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insurance committee will be able to properly present a feasible 
plan at this meeting. 
BRANCH HOUSES. 


The “branch house” question is not yet settled. More or 
less complaint has been filed during the year, and I regret that 
the promises made our delegates to the National Federation 
have not been carried out. Otherwise I have no record of any 
abuses by the manufacturers. 

THE BOLL WEEVIL. 

I would suggest caution in purchases, more attention to 
the class of credit sales—a change in the handling of imple- 
ments from twelve months’ time to partial payments and 
shorter time. The permanancy of the present pests settles the 
question of a risk by seasons. It is a fact that the boll weevil 
is here regardless of seasons. Therefore business methods 
must conform to the changed conditions. 


MORE FREQUENT MEETINGS OF EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


I would suggest a more frequent meeting of the execu- 
tive committee and that the expenses of the executive com- 
mittee be paid out of the treasury, and that the individual 
members take more responsibility, and help by active work to 
build the association and increase its field for good work. 


DATE FOR NEXT MEETING. 

I would recommend that at this meeting we select a cen- 
tral point to meet and a date for next year, and not have 
that date in the harvest time or authorize the executive com- 
mittee to fix a date in conformity with the above. 


TRAVELERS AS SOLICITORS. 


And I would recommend that you authorize your secre- 
tary to procure blank receipt books and cause to be printed 
therein an authorization of the holder to solicit membership 
and receive and receipt for dues, and that these books be 
placed with all traveling men who are friends of the Asso- 
ciation, that they may interest the retail dealer in our Asso- 
ciation during the meeting, and I would ask your co-operation 
in making it a success.

SIDE WALL REGISTERS LISTED AT $2.50.

Co., 83 Beekman street, 
New York, are manufacturers of the T. & B. Special 
side wall register shown in the accompanying cut. 





T. & B. Special Sidewall Register. 


This register is made in three parts—viz., the borde1 
irame, the register face and the valve, and the 7x12 
size weighs 10 pounds. It comes readily apart by tak- 
ing out the face screws. To set it the border frame 
is slipped ‘over the tin box into position. The 
projecting edges of tin box are cut off even with the 
border frame, turning over the edges. This secures 
the border frame. The face is placed on top of valve 
with lug on end of valve slipped into operating wheel 
and both are secured in the border frame by replacing 
the face screws. 

The border frame has recently been improved by 
adding a narrow rim around the edge, which serves as 
a finish and covers the rough edge where the base 
board touches the frame. 

A pair of loose lugs and screws are furnished with 
each register. These lugs can be screwed fast at any 
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distance from the floor, securing the sides of the regis- 
ter frame to the base board. 

As the base boards vary in height from 6 to 10% 
inches, these loose lugs are furnished to accommodate 
any width of baseboard. This firm have recently add- 
ed 12x14 and 12x15 new sizes for a 12-inch pipe and 
12x18 for a 14-inch pipe.

The anise-seed bag is substituted for the fox with 
more or less frequency, but the pursuit of feathers with 
butterfly nets is a distinct novelty, particularly when 
the performance takes place on the roof of a Chicago 
skyscraper. These feather chasers were employed by 
contractors, who were trying to prove to Schlesinger 
& Mayer that the great ventilation system installed in 
their new structure conformed to a stipulated standard 
as regards efficiency. 

Their claim is that the building is supplied with 
fresh air in such quantities by the blower fan ventila- 
tion system that every cubic foot is changed every 4.22 
minutes, 

It was an unusual means which the contractors took 
to prove their claim. A committee selected by the 
firm was chosen and divided into two sections. One 
part of this committee was stationed in the basement, 
the other on the roof of the new building. 

The committee in the basement wrote their names 

on small slips of tissue paper, which were attached to 
feathers, and then the slips were stamped with the 
hour and minute and second by an electric clock de- 
vice. 
As soon as this was done the feathers and their 
messages were held in front of the blower fans and 
were caught in the current of ascending air. On 
the roof the contractors had a number of their em- 
ployes who caught the feathers in their net as they 
fluttered out of the end of the ventilating pipe. Some 
of the feathers, of course, were blown away by the 
wind and others were torn into atoms by the revolving 
fans, but enough were captured to show that some 
of them went through the half-mile of pipe between 
the basement and roof in less than three minutes.

Tinshop 


A TINSHOP LAMP. 











Herewith find drawing of a tinshop lamp. The 
standard is made of 4% or % inch rod soldered into 
a conical base, which should be 8 or Io inches in 
diameter on the bottom, and filled with sand to give 
it solidity. The sliding bracket, shown also in separate 
drawing, is made of scrap tin 2x10 inches, wired at 
the sides with spring wire (though common wire will 
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do), with three holes for the rod to run through. 
Spring the bracket on so that it will bind sufficiently 
to hold the lamp up. The lamp may be made of any 
desired pattern. On the bottom of the lamp is soldered 
a flaring base with a socket to fit over the spur shown 
on the bracket. Thus the lamp may be readily lifted 
from the bracket and used as a hand lamp. Any de- 
sired style of shade or reflector may be used on the 
lamp. The lamp may be raised or lowered and is port- 
able and substantial.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


We are still sloping on the Western slope of the 
boom apparently, for we have not as yet reached a 
point that any one can say is the bottom. 

Prices are low enough surely to satisfy the miost 
cautious, and yet no one takes hold beyond present re- 
quirements. 

Restrictions of output are talked of and going into 
effect in almost every iron producing center, not that 
makers of iron want abnormal profits, as some of the 
daily papers would have us believe, but simply be- 
cause at the present cost of ore, labor and fuel, ruling 
prices of iron do not give back cost to the producer. 

This cannot continue long, and the result may be a 
reaction when we least expect it. 

The coke situation continues to be effected by the 
scarcity of cars. 


BILLETS. 


Shading of prices by independent producers is re- 
ported. The demand this week has been light and 
tonnage of small proportions. We quote mill ship- 
ments, carload lots, Chicago delivery, Bessemer bil- 


lets, $27; open-hearth, $28. Forging billets in small 
lots, $32. From store, forging billets are quoted at 


$1.60 to $1.70 per 100 pounds. 


BARS. 


There is no change in the market on bars, con- 
tinuing about the same as for the past several weeks. 
Orders and specifications are generally for small lots 
covering requirements for only a few weeks ahead. 
Season contracts are usually closed with a guaranty 
against declines. The principal feature of the week is 
the sale of 1,000 tons by a local producer at 1.47¥%c 
base, half extras, Chicago, the deliveries extending into 
July next. This deal was of a special nature, and on 
account of the desirability of the specifications and the 
inclusion in the contract of several clauses favorable 
to the seller, the regular price was shaded to the above. 
Iron is generally held at 1.50c, Chicago. Specifica- 
tions for steel are coming in with a little more free- 
dom and new business is also of fair proportions. 
Contracting for season requirements is considerably 
lessened, however, owing to the wide difference in the 
value of the two products. We quote mill shipments, 
carload lots, Chicago delivery, iron, 1.50c to 1.55c; 
Bessemer steel, 1.7614c; angles, less than 3x3, 1.86%c 
base; hoops in lots of 20 tons and greater, 2.0614c; 
less than this amount, 2.16%c. Quotations from ware- 
house stocks, iron, 1.75c to 1.85c; steel, I.goc to 2c; 
hoops, 2.30c to 2.40c; angles, 2.10c rates. 


MERCHANT STEEL, 
There has been good buying this week, and while 
no contracts have been closed large enough to be 
worthy of special comment, the total tonnage is of 





good proportions and indicates no decrease in ¢ 
sumption. We quote mill shipments, Chicago deliver, 
as follows: Spring steel, 2.65c and 2.75c; sleigh shoe, 
1.95c; flat sizes, concave and convex, 2.25c; cutte1 
shoe, 2.50c to 2.60c; machinery steel, 2.15¢ to 2.25¢ 
base; plow steel, 2.50c and upward, according 1 
quality; toe calk, 2.35c to 2.45c; out of stock, 3c t 
3.10¢ ; ordinary tool steel, 6c to 7c; special, 13¢ and up 
ward; less than carload lots, 5 and Io per cent higher; 
cold-rolled shafting, carload lots, 47 per cent off; less 
than carload lots, 42 per cent off. 





RAILS AND TRACK SUPPLIES. 

The market this week has been quiet, and the in 
quiry, while still for a considerable tonnage, not result- 
ing in transactions of importance during the week. 
There have been sales of about 1,000 tons of light sec- 
tions, the demand coming mainly from electrical roads. 
Standard rails continue steady at $28 and second qual- 
ity at $27, mill shipment, while light rails are sold at 
from $28 to $32 for 30 to 12 pounds at the mill. 
Track supplies are meeting a moderate demand at the 
following prices: Splice or angle bars, 1.90c to 2c; 
spikes, 2c to 2.10c; track bolts, 3% to 3% inches and 
larger, with square nuts, 2.55c to 2.85c; with hexagon 
nuts, 2.90c to 3c. From store 10c ot I5c over mil! 
prices are charged. 


STRUCTURAL MATERIAL. 


The orders this week have mostly been on small lots. 
Specifications have also been small. We quote mill 
shipments, Chicago delivery, as follows: Beams and 
channels, 16 inches and under, 1.75c; 18 inches and 
over, 1.85c; universal plates, 1.75c; angles, 3x3 and 
larger, 1.75c; tees, 3x3 and larger, 1.80c; zees, 1.75c. 
Lots from store, for which there has been a moderate 
demand, are quoted 2.10c to 2.25¢c per 100 pounds, 
rates, cut to length. 





WIRE NAILS. 

There are very few orders being placed for later 
shipments, and most of the business is for the cur- 
rent consumption. Still there is a fair volume of 
business in the aggregate, the tonnage running fully 
as well as usual at this time, and the market remains 
steady, sales being made at $2.15 to $2.20 in carload 
lots, f. o. b. Chicago. Less than carload lots sell at 
5¢ to 10c higher. For galvanizing, 75c per keg, and 
for tinning $1.50 extra per keg is charged. 





CUT NAILS. 

Prices on cut nails during the week have experi- 
enced no change. The tone of the market is easier 
and the demand only moderate, sales being made on 
the basis of $2.30 in carload lots and $2.35 for less 
than carload lots for steel, Chicago. Iron nails are 
quiet, but the supply is only moderate and sales are 
made at $2.45 to $2.50 per keg from the store. 
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BARB WIRE. 

The tonnage being shipped out this time is some 
what more than that of a year ago. Orders on specifi- 
cations continue to be received in sufficient quantities 
to keep most of the mills busy. The market remains 
steady. Galvanized wire is selling on a basis of $2.75 
to $2.80 in carload lots, and painted at $2.45 to $2.50. 
For smaller lots 5c to 10c extra is charged. Specifica- 
tions in carload lots sell as follows: Plain, $2.30 to 
$2.35, and galvanized, $2.70 to $2.75. 


SMOOTH FENCE WIRE. 

The larger amount of the orders now being placed 
are for current consumption, there being very few new 
orders for further shipment outside of contracts. The 
demand is somewhat irregular, but the aggregate is 
of fair volume. The market remains steady in tone 
continuing without change of price, which are as fol- 
lows: Nos. 6 to 9, $2.05 to $2.10 in carload lots on 
track, and $2.15 to $2.20 in less than carload lots from 
the store; galvanized, 30c extra for Nos. 6 and 14, 
and 60c extra for Nos. 15 and 16. 


CORDAGE. ° 

Rope continues in good demand, and considerable 
firmness is manifested in the market, especially in the 
lower grade of sisal. Quotations, on the basis of 7-16 
inch diameter and larger, are as follows: Pure Ma- 
nila, 11%4c to 12c; second grade Manila, about Yc per 
pound lower; pure sisal, 9c to 9%c; mixed sisal, 
84%c to 8%c per pound. 


GLASS. 


The Eastern and Western Window Glass Jobbers’ 
Associations and other jobbers throughout the country 
generally have adopted the list of October 1, 1903, 
which was given in our last issue, with the exception 
of two localities, one of which is New York. It is 
believed that very soon all jobbers will be quoting from 
the same list. Discounts of 90 and 10 per cent for 
both single and double strength are being quoted from 
the list of October 1, 1903. From the list of December 
16, 1902, the one recently in force, for both single and 
double strength, 90 and 10 per cent discount for the 
first three brackets, and 90 and 20 per cent discount for 
all other sizes are the official quotations. These prices 
are, however, generally shaded. Advices from various 
distributing points indicate that trade conditions in the 
window glass market are better than they were a 
month ago and that stocks in jobbers’ hands are being 
reduced. It is expected that a general resumption of 
factories is not likely to occur until January 1, 1904 
A reduction of 1 per cent per square foot has been 
made on Ab sizes, or mirror, plate glass, this including 
sizes for this purpose under 5 square feet. This re- 
duction in price does not affect the price of plate glass 
for glazing purposes, which, in Eastern territory, is 
80 and 10 and § per cent discount, to which price it 
was reduced on September 25. 


OILS. 


The demand for spot oil has shown more activity 
during the week, but both large and small buyers are 
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purchasing only as needed. Quotations are as follows: 
City raw, 40c; out of town raw, 37c to 38c per gallon.

SPIRITS TURPENTINE. 

The market has had an upward tendency, based en 
tirely on high prices in the South. Purchases have 
been limited to jobbing lots.
